tho Europeans to escaps towards the boat by 
tho South-castorn sido of the hill, or to nso tho 
chairs sud borsoy and eseapo by getting into 
the city by w -rowndaboué way. While we 
were piving this advice, i¢ was reported. to us 
that the mob was climbing the bill. We tried 
in vain to stop than; our soldiers were not 
mumerous onough to prevent their advance. 
In an instant, the  ontire . bill was 
surrounded, ‘The church ond tho mission house 
wero set ol fire, in spite of all our efforts to 
provont this, while the mob psrformed a flank - 
ing movement towards the wostern side of the 
hill to set fire to the buildings from tho rear. 
When we entered into the burning ehurch, tho 
Americans were no more there, Our soldiers 
report to us that they had left the building 
tLyough a back door and thet Chinezo Chris- 
tians had conveyed them towards the villa go 
of Ho-T'sonn about two Wdistont.
